Report Hints Bid Is Likely 
to Be Withheld Until 
Congress Adjourns. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP) 
-~A congressional observer 
said today the Government may 
invite Yugoslav President Josip 
‘Tito) Broz to visit the United 
States—but not until after Con- 
gress adjourns. 

The source, asking not to be 
quoted by name, said he thinks 
officials will try in this way to 
avoid giving undue offense eith- 
er to the Yugoslav government 
or to protesing meniders of 
Congress.

In a House speech yesterday 
tepresentative Kenneth Keat- 
ing of New York, said that no 
matter how Tito’s “apologists in 
official circles may’ feel” the 
Yugoslav president is not wel- 
comed by the people or Con- 
gress of the United States. 

Keating, a senior Republican 
who often handles Administra- 
tion legislation, added, “If an 
invitation to make a state visit 
here has not been extended to 
him, the idea should be 
immediately abandoned. If an 
invitation has been proferred, 


it should be promptly with- 
drawn.” 

Another Republican, Repre- 
sentative Alvin O’Konski of 


Wisconsin, told the House he 
would resign from Congress if 
Tito came to this country as an 
official guest. 

Representative Clare 
man, Michigan, said that in 
such a case, O’Konski should 
run, be re-elected and so show

Air Force 
creased Velocity With 
Nuclear Warhead. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP) 
~The Air Force disclosed yes- 
terday that the Snark guided 
missile, although it travels at 
speeds slower than that of 
sound, will deliver a nuclear 
Warhead at supersonic speeds. 


The Air Force approved for 
Publication a statement  pre- 


pared by the Snark manufac- 
tdrer, Northrop Aircraft, Inc., 
Hawthorne, Calif., which said: 


“The Snark cruises at high 
altitudes at fighter speed and 
delivers its priority warhead 
at supersonic velocities.” 

“Fighter speea” is a term 
for speeds approaching the 
speed of sound, 760 miles an 
hour at sea level. The Snark 
reportedly cruises at speeds up 
to nine-tenths that of sound. 


“Priority warhead” is Air 
Force language for the best 
warhead for a particular mis- 
sion. The Snark can carry ther- 
monuclear or hydrogen explo- 
sives as well as atomic or con- 
ventional charges. 

How the warhead achieves 
supersonic speed was not dis- 
closed. Engineers say it would 
not do so in a mere dive over 
the target. Some guessed that 
the Snark’s nose might detach 
itself from the missile near the 
target and use a booster charge 
to accelerate through the sound 
barrier. 

The Air Force also approved 
Northrop’s claims that the 
Snark has a range “in the 5000- 
mile class,” and that it has “the 
langest range and is the most 
accurate intercontinental mis- 
sile in the free world today.” 

Heretofore, the Air Force has 
said only that the Snark’s range

‘High Speed’ Objects Entering’ 


Our Atmosphere, Admiral Says 


Former Head of Navy Guided Missiles 


Says They Move as if Directed 


by ‘an Intelligence.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP) 
—Retired Rear Adm. Delmer S. 
Fahrney, once head of the 
Navy's guided missiles program, 
said yesterday reliable reports 
indicate that “there are objects 
coming into our atmosphere at 
very high speeds.” 

Fahrney told a press confer- 
ence that “no agency in this 
country or Russia is able to 
duplicate at this time the speeds 
and accelerations which radars 
and observers indicate these fly- 
ing objects are al .e to achieve.” 


Fahrney said he never has 
seen a flying saucer but has 
talked with scientists and engi- 
neers who reported seeing 
strange flying objects. 

He added there are signs that 
“an intelligence” directs such 
objects “because of the way 
they fly.” 

“They are ot entirely actu- 
ated by automatic equipment,” 
he said. “The way they change 
position in formations and over- 
ride each cther would indicate 
that their motion is directed.” 

An Air Force spokesman said 
that service is still investigat- 
ing all reports but has found 
absolutely no _ evidence that 
there are flying saucers. He said 
that most of the reports are 
found on checking to have some 


logical explanation, but that 
a percentage remains unex- 
plained. 


Fahrney announced a new 
private group, the National In- 
vestigations Committee on Ae- 
rial Phenomena, was set up to 
tie together a number of UFO 
—meaning “unidentified flying 
objects’—clubs throughout the 
world.

1949 until his retirement a year 
later. 

Fahrney has no information 
or preconceived ideas as to 
whether the unidentified flying 
objects are from outer space, 
but believes they involve “a 
tremendous amount of technol- 
ogy of which we have no know- 
ledge,” and that their develop- 
ment must have taken a long 
period of time.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your recent editorial entitled, 
“One School or Two in Webster?” 
incorrectly assumes that the Web- 
ster Groves Board of Education 
has not conducted a program of com- 
munity education. 

The questions raised in your edi- 
torial have all been answered: 


1. The basic reasons why the 
board did not accept the recommen- 
dation of the Colbert Report are: 

(a) Mr. Colbert has informed the 
board that he, not being an edu- 
cator, did not take curricular needs 
into consideration, Curricular needs 
are a vital factor, One additional 
junior high school will provide im- 
measurably better educational op- 
portunities at lower costs. 


(b) The Colbert Report makes an 
over-projection of junior high school 
population of about 450 students. 

(c) Our local architects, Hellmuth, 
Obata & Kassabaum, inform us 
that building ests will be substan- 
tially higher than Mr. Colbert's. 

(d) One additional junior high 
school permits better adjustment to 
integration. 


fe).Two additional junior high 
schools would increase our annual 
operating costs by at least $57,000. 


2. There are a number of other 
essential projects in the bond issue. 
The district does not enjoy the bond- 
ing capacity to build two additional 
junior high schools. 

3. One additional junior high 
school will provide as great a poten- 
tial for future expansion as two, or 
greater. But the question assumes 
that additional expansion will be 
necessary, whereas the carefully ver- 
ified figures of projected student 
enrollment demonstrate that the 
planned facilities will be adequate. 


4. The board is endeavoring to 
acquire the Edgewood Children’s 
Center site because: 

(a) It is a much better site which 
is more readily accessible to a ma- 
jority of the students. 

(b) Virtually all of the objections 
to the April bond issue would be 
eliminated if the school were lo- 
cated on the Edgewood site. 

(c) There is strong community- 
wide support for its acquisition. 

As to the purported 4000 support- 
ers of the two-school proposal, the 
board would like to point out that 
people whose names appear on the 
petitions tell us they did not sign it.

We think the Edgewood Children’s 
Center is being made a pawn in the 
struggle between thé\one-school fac- 
tion and the two-schools faction. 

Our organization, which serves a 
much-needed public use in _ the 
metropolitan area, was originally 
founded in 1834 and we have been 
located on our present site in Web- 
ster Groves since 1869. Our public 
use has continued uninterruptedly 
during that period of time. Our 
work is directed to the welfare of 
emotionally disturbed children. 

Presently, we can care for approx- 
{mately 20 children, but we have 
been requested by our referral agen- 
cies to increase our facilities so as 
to take care of 40 children. We are 
the only institution of this type in 
the entire metropolitan community. 
We have cared for and “graduated” 
over 7000 children. 

To us at Edgewood the requested 
vacation by us of our premises is 
unthinkable, when: 

1. The Board of Education already 
owns. 18 acres of land within four 
or five blocks of us. It simply seems 
morally wrong to us to force us out 
when that land is available. 


2. There is other space available 
in Webster Groves for a _ school 
building, namely, Dooley Field, the 
purchase of which was recommended 
by the expert hired by the board. 

3. The purchase or condemnation 
of our land is simply a means of 
settling existing disputes. 

Webster Groves can have one 
school or two schools on property 
already owned or available, whether 
our land is purchased or condemned, 
and we say that for the sake of all 
that is decent, proper and right, we 
should be ieft in peace.

Budget for the New G.O.P. 


The Eisenhower Administration's new budget 
will give some citizens a feeling that matters of 
Government outgo and income are no longer 
the subject of human agency, but determine 
themselves by some curious autonomous mech- 
anism. 


Certainly no administration could be more 
solemnly committed to economy than this one. 
Certainly none has more firmly held the view 
that once hard-headed business administrators 
got into control of Government, expenditures 
would fall and taxes likewise. Yet as the 
Eisenhower Administration begins the first year 
of its second term, it brings in a budget which 
for the fourth time postpones scheduled cuts 
in excise and corporation taxes, and contem- 
plates total expenditures of 71.8 billion dollars, 
the highest ever in peacetime. 

There is a vague impression that military 
spending is the cause of this situation, but such 
is not the case. 


In the first budget for which it was respon- 
sible, for the fiscal year 1953-54, the Eisen- 
hower Administration spent 46.9 billion dollars 
for national security—including defense, atomic 
energy development, and military aid to allies— 
and 20.8 billion dollars for other purposes. 

The new budget for fiscal 1957-58 projects 
security expenditures of 43.3 billion and others 
of 28.5 billion, The latter figure does not in- 
clude the new highway program, which is ex- 
pected to account for 2.5 billion dollars of addi- 
tional spending next year. The true total of 
nonmilitary spending, then, is likely to be close 
to 31 billion, or just about 50 per cent larger 
than it was in the Administration's first year. 

Critics like Senator Byrd of Virginia may 
scold the Administration for this record, and 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey may be 
unhappy over it, but the truth seems to be that 
a budget of this nature would have been pro- 
duced by just about any administration in the 
same circumstances and committed to the same 
programs, 


Schools, highways, welfare programs, farm 
subsidies and similar aspects of what used to be 
called the New Deal-Fair Deal concept of gov- 
ernment do cost money—increasing amounts of 
money as the population expands. The Eisen- 
hower “New Republicanism” has adopted most 
of those programs—the notable exception being 
natural resources policy—and has been re-elected 
by a decisive majority. This budget follows as 
night the day. 


But the “New Repubjicans” cannot have it 
both ways. They cannot spend more for non- 
military purposes than any other administration 
and at the same time claim to be the sole cus- 
todians of thrift, economy, fiscal integrity and 
like virtues. 

Let us hope they pitch their future campaigns 
on some other themes than reduced expendi- 
tures and tax cuts just around the corner.

I] Magnifico 

Arturo Toscanini was a magnetic and imper- 
lous figure in the world of music. His extra- 
ordinary artistic gifts were reinforced by a 
stubbornness of will that made every concert he 
prepared an arduous, painful and uncompro- 
mising struggle for perfection. 

In consequence the music played under his 
direction undoubtedly had as close a corre- 
spondence to his inner vision as human means 
could produce. Yet he was rarely satisfied. 
The slightest variation from his indicated wishes 
reduced him to a quivering fury. Though he 
frequently made life difficult for his associates, 
he was even harder on himself. 

From the beginning of his career Toscanini 
conducted without a score, a feat that was much 
rarer fifty years ago than now. He never re- 
garded this as anything extraordinary and his 
stated reason for doing so was his defective 
eyesight, In any case this practice and the ex- 
traordinary memory that it required were the 
least of his distinctions. The uniqueness of his 
performances lay in their exceptional finish, vi- 
tality and monolithic wholeness of effect. 

Toscanini, of course, was primarily an artistic 
phenomenon; but he was also an uncompro- 
mising citizen. He openly defied Mussolini by 
refusing to play the Fascist hymn at concerts in 
Italy. He severed his connections with the 
Bayreuth and Salzburg festivals when Hitler 
rose in Germany and later took over Austria. 

So altogether there was something Prome- 
thean in this unterrified Italian artist who be- 
came a legend in his lifetime that will remain 
so as long as music and musicians are remem- 
bered. 
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Apogee in Wilton 

We find ourselves in complete accord with 
the Wilton Historical Society on the subject of 
advanced asininity. The Connecticut town is 
being beset by a rash of new street names 
which are, to put it bluntly, pretty coy. Says 
Stowell Rounds, the society's president, speak- 
ing our mind exactly: ’ 

“Of all the many acts and omissions of ad- 
vanced asininity which are evident all around 
us in this part of the world today, the Wilton 
Historical Society feels that the apogee is 
reached by the developer who buys a dear old 
farm and names the road which he builds on it 
Pink Cloud Lane or something comparable.” 
Mr. Rounds doesn’t think much of Thistle Lane, 
either. Thistles are a pernicious weed. 

Mr. Rounds feels, as again we do, that the 
best street names are historical, and Wilton has 
some corking historical names to select from: 
Whwle Rock, Miraculous Springs and Sugar 
sVYeet. Or, if a botanical name is preferred let 
t be of native species: Ground Pine, Club Moss, 
Snowberry, Black Birch, say the Wiltonians. 

These counsels, we feel sure, are building up 
to a bigger, better and more intelligible Wilton. 
How cquid St. Louis, for instance, have expected 
ever to amount to anything if Chouteau avenue 
had been Easy Street, or Kingshighway boule- 
vard had been Long, Long Trail? 
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Aid Grants and Liens 


One of the first legislative bills providing an 
increase in state old-age assistance payments is 
sponsored by Senators John W, Joynt, John P. 
Barrett and Edward J. Hogan of St. Louis. In 
addition to raising the maximum grants from 
$60 to $70 a month, the measure includes a 
lien-and-recovery provision, under which the 
state could recover from any estates of recipi- 
ents the cost of benefits paid in their lifetime. 

The lien-and-recovery provision makes sound 
sense. It would make more funds available for 
the neediest recipients, and serve the cause of 
justice. But it would be mighty easy to lose 
this clause in the course of passing a bill in- 
creasing benefits. Legislative history shows that 
there is a powerful motive to vote for higher 
benefits, but very little tg vote for a lien-and- 
recovery law. 

Desirable as an increase in payments is on 
principle, the Legislature cannot justify making 
one unless it has the revenue in sight to pay 
the bill. It may, therefore, wish to wait until 


Gov. Blair’s comprehensive budget, based on a 
‘detailed study of state finances, is presented 
next year, befors ceciding this question. 

But there is no reason whatever to wait be- 
fore enacting a lien-and-recovery law. That 
law would be as useful and as equitable at the 
present level of assistance payments as it would 
be at any level. It should be enacted no matter 
“what final decision the Legislature makes this 
year on the size of grants. 
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More Pay and Less Crime 

St. Louis is going to have to face the issue of 
raising police pay this year. We say this not 
only because the Police Board has recommended 
a pay rise, but also because the police are short 
of strength to fight increasing crime. 

The Police Board has urged the Board of 
Estimate to consider, for legislative action in 
Jefferson City, a 10 per cent general salary in- 
crease. This would cost an additional $1,250,000 
a year. The Board of Estimate’s problem is to 
determine how the city. budget would stand the 
strain. The sum is equivalent to the yield of an 
individual property tax of about 8 cents on $100 
valuation, though it is not certain a tax increase 
is necessary. : 

Certainly the facts warrant a pay increase, 
as Mayor Tucker aoted. While the St. Louis 
police won increased salaries and shorter hours 
in 1954, it is a fact that St. Louis still lags well 
behind 16 other major cities in police pay. Its 
patrolmen’s salaries rank thirteenth. 

It also is a fact that while St. Louis was re- 
ducing the police work week from 56 to 48 
hours, other cities were reducing police working 
hours to 40. 

It also is a fact that the authorized personnel 
of 2010 in the Police Department represents a 
relatively small police force, compared with 
other cities, yet at last report the department 
was still 134 short of full strength. 

In short, better pay is required in justice to 
the police and to increase their numerical power 
to combat crime. 

Is crime increasing in St. Louts? A police 
report in late November stated that a total of 
28.491 crimes for the first 10 months of 1956 
represented a rise of 3469 over a similar period 
in 1955. ° The facts are that crimes against per- 
sons decreased somewhat, as a result of renewed 
police vigilance, but crimes against property 
rose considerably. 

St. Louis need not be frightened by the spec- 
ter of a major crime wave. What is happening 
here is part of a trend throughout the nation, 
aggravated by a growing and changing popula- 
tion. But as the Board of Police Commissioners 
stated in their 1956 report, “The statistics show 
that crime is increasing in St. Louis.” 

St. Louis needs better police protection, St. 
Louis needs more police protection. The city 
will have to pay the price for both. 
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Governor Minus a Mansion 

Gov. James T. Blair Jr. knows politics too 
well to demand a new Executive Mansion. He 
merely refuses to live in the oid one. “The 
place is not comfortable,” he says, clinging to 
his family home in Jefferson City. The un- 
comfortableness of the 1871 mansion includes 
worn-out furniture, disappearing silverware, 
cracking plaster, fire hazards and inadequate 
plumbing. 

The new Governor is not in the best tactical 
position to demand a new mansion, in view of 
the budgetary problems which he has reported. 
Gov. Donnelly vetoed an appropriation of $250,- 
000 for a new Executive Mansion because the 
Legislature had not properly authorized one. 
But this is a free and democratic country in 
which no man—not even a Governor—can be 
compelled to live in a house he does not like. 

To sum up, we would say that people who 
live in glass houses should not, and Gov. Blair 
does not have to, but a Governor without a 
mansion leaves a three-storied, mansard-roofed 
problem on the doorstep of the Legislature 
across the street. 
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The Growing Need for Scientists 

The annual report of the National Science 
Foundation, established by Congress in 1950 
to promote scientific progress and which has 
allotted $9,000,000 to schools and teachers for 
use this year, contains a warning that ought not 
to be overlooked. It is that United States leader- 
ship in technology “can no longer be taken for 
granted” in the light of educational develop- 
ments in Soviet Russia. 

This warning should be regarded as strongly 
supplementary to that issued last Dec. 30 by the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, an organization which has some 2,000,- 
000 members through affiliated societies and 
was formed in 1848. The A.A.AS. said: 


We face a major crisis with respect to 
present and future shortages of scientific 
personnel. In effect this means that the 
social environment in the United States 
does not elicit a maximum interest in science 
on the part of those individuals who have 
the capability of doing scientific work, or 
that our social organization does not permit 
them to receive the necessary training. 


There has been abundant evidence ever since 
the end of World War II, both in “the social 
environment” and in “our social organization,” 
that the need for raw manpower has been 
rapidly decreasing just as the demand for tech- 
nicians, engineers and scientists has been swiftly 
increasing. Added to this is the fact that Soviet 
Russia has been progressing far more quickly in 
the fields of é¢ngineering and science than most 
Americans had expected. 

In short, there is every reason to heed these 
warnings that the United States should not 
allow itself to fall behind in any phase of the 
sciences in this day of the electron and the 
atom. To fall behind on our part is to endanger 
the peace that this nation desires.

Future historians, who doubtless will’ 


validate some of the contemporary criti- 
cisms of the foreign policy of the Eisen- 
hower Administration and its conduct, 
will have sufficient evidence that, 
nevertheless, these have consistently 
evolved from one major thesis. 

This is that (a) the best insurance 
against war is prior notice to aggres- 
sors in areas we deem vital to the se- 
curity of the free world that the United 
States. will use armed force against 
such aggressors;

orea, 

Perhaps it is be- 
cause the Adminis- 
tration’s foreign 
policy has been so 
firmly rooted in 
this concept that the 
new Middle East 
program, which is 
its logical progres- 
sion, was neither 
submitted for dis- 
cussion to nor de- 
bated by, the National Security Council. 

In all likelihood it was informally 
reviewed with the members of the 
NSC from the Cabinet and certain Gov- 
ernment agencies who must execute 
the program if approved by Congress. 
But in answer to a question by this 
correspondent, the reply from informed 
sources was that the program was never 
on the NSC agenda. 

This is an interesting departure from 
the custom of an Administration which 
has made constant use of the NSC pro- 
cedures and of a President who has 
been so frequent and active a partic- 
ipant in its discussions. Since the es- 
sential secrecy of the NSC proceedings 
has been uniformly maintained, the fear 
of a “leak” is an unlikely reason for 
the deviation. 

Moreover, the outline of the Middle 
East program was made available for 
publication several days before it was 
to be submitted to the leaders of Con- 
gress. So the reason for the departure 
from custom must be something else. 

And this reason could be, as sug- 
gested above, that, save for details, the 
program is founded on the concept of 
advance notice to aggressors that the 
Administration brought with it into 
office Jan. 20, 1953. 

The Secretary of State publicly in- 
dorsed it several times as a private citi- 
zen, and to that extent the military 
warning aspect of the Formosa “free 
hand” resolution that the President ob-

approval. Therefore, it has as many, if 
not more, claims to be known as the 


“Eisenhower Doctrine” as its historic 
predecessors had to go down in history 
as the “Monroe” and the “Truman.” 
In his 1952 campaign the President 
dwelt often and vehemently on what he 
estimated to have been the evil conse- 
quences of the warning notice principle 
in reverse, and in these statements he 
made it plain he shared the view that 
the two world wars might have been 
prevented by the United States. 


To support his point he always cited 
a speech in January, 1950, by the then 
Secretary of State, Dean G. Acheson, 
five months before the Communist 
armies attacked North Korea. Gen. 
Eisenhower said; 

(At Detroit, October). “The appeal 
{by Republican members of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee], eleven 
months before the Korean war broke, 
for some firm statement of American 
intentions {in Korea] that might deter 
the foreseen attack [was met for six 
months] by stubborn, sullen silence 
(by the Administration). . .. Then 

. the Secretary of State (Acheson) 
announced his famous ‘defense perime- 
ter,’ publicly advising our enemies that, 
so far as nations outside this perimeter 
were concerned, ‘no person can guarar 
tee these areas against military at- 
Sys’ a 


“These nations, of course, included 
Korea. The armies of Communism, thus 
informed, began their big build-up. Six 
months later they were ready to strike 


across the thirty-eighth parallel. They 
struck on June 25.” 
(At Duluth, same month). “The Ad- 


ministration candidate {President Tru- 
man] ... contended that the Secre- 
tary’s famous Pacific Defense Perime- 
ter . . . was really to be blamed on 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. . . Every 
citizen knows that a military estimate 
requested of the Joint Chiefs .. . must 
sternly confine itself to one question: 
The strategic defensibility of a given 
area in the event of a general war. 
Such a strictly military estimate cannot 
and should not presume to weigh the 
political importance of the area or the 
nature of any moral commitments.” 

Moving from this type of criticism 
in the 1952 campaign to statements of 
what he would do if elected to prevent 
expansion of the Communist power by 
force or subversion, Gen. Eisenhower 
usually expressed this as follows: 

“We can lead the free nations of the 
world into that kind of collective se- 
curity program ,.. that will [at least] 
begin the process which will bring the 
Soviets to understand there is nothing 
for them to gain by force and threat of 
force.” 

All this led logically to the “free 
hand” Formosa resolution and the pro- 
jected plan to, with the backing of Con- 
gress, warn the Kremlin to “keep out” 
of Middle East areas we consider vital

Pursuers of the Fast Buck 
THE BUSINESS OF CRIME, by Robert 


Rice. (Farrar, Svraus & Cudahy, 263 
pas. $3.75.) 


Robert Rice believes that crimes com. 
mitted by dollarchasing, unfrustrated 
business men are just as serious as 
those perpetrated by half-baked, men- 
tally disturbed thieves and robbers. 
His premise is that they seem less hein- 
ous only because so many of us think 
we were placed on earth for the sole 
purpose of pursuing the fast buck. 

Conspiracies detailed in this book 
deal with crimes not usually associated 
with business, but the participants were 
business men who turned to crime for 
the reason that they were more con- 
cerned with making money than per- 
forming useful work. 

Sam Sapphire burned business estab- 
lishments because he was paid to do it 
by operators who found it a means of 
beating the depression. Elias Eliopou- 
los organized an international dope 
smuggling syndicate because addicts 
were demanding illicit narcotics in 
great amounts. Jorge Simonovich headed 
an alien smuggling racket because so 
many displaced persons were willing 
to pay hard cash to get into the United 
States. 


The most intriguing story of the five 
presented here is the detailed account 
of the Eliopoulos drug smuggling con- 
spiracy. It is sometimes hard to follow, 
however, because the author introduces 
more characters per paragraph than 
Tolstoy did in “War and Peace.” 

The Eliopoulos story deals a hard 
blow to the moralists who try to sell 
the old bromide that “crime does not 
pay.” Crime paid most of these men 
plenty and the majority escaped un- 
scathed, They were able to retain their 
wealth, earned in the filthiest racket 
of them all, and retire to luxurious vil- 
las where they lived or are living their 
life span, respected by neighbors and 
townspeople. 

Rice's account of basketball fixer Sal- 
vatore Sollazzo presents a revolting pic- 
ture of modern society. It is a devustat- 
ing criticism of America’s institutions 
of higher education. Sollazzo, he ob 
serves, found it easy to corrupt college 
basketball players because they already 
had been corrupted by respected edu- 
cational leaders who considered “a win- 
ning basketball team as worth almost 
any moral price.”

THE WIND IN HIS FISTS, by John Jen-

Let's face it. “Anthony Adverse” is 
immortal. Whenever forgetfulness 
begins to close in like a blessed sleep, 
someone is sure to publish an “Anthony 
Adverse” of his own. The latest in this 
energetic line of historical swash- 
bucklers is “Wind in His Fists,” which 
is a perfectly adequate story of adven- 
ture in sixteenth-century Ireland, Spain, 
Malta and North Africa.

ICC URGES LIMIT ON SPECIAL

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP) 
-—— The Interstate Commerce 
Commission yesterday renewed 
a recommendation that trans- 
portation rate concessions to 
Government agencies be limited 
to periods of national emer- 
gency. 

Noting that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is now the largest sin- 
gié purchaser of transportation 
service, the commission said re- 
duced rates for the Government 
have a strong tendency to _in- 
crease rates paid by. commercial 
customers. 


In letters to the Senate and 
House Interstate Commerce 
Committees, the commission 
proposed that when a Govern- 
ment agency is given a nego- 
tiated cut-rate, the charge shall 
not be afterwards challenged, 
except on a showing of actual 
fraud or clerical error.

Mrs. Heitzman suffered 
severe burns and cuts and her 
condition was called serious by 
hospital authorities. The boy 
was only slightly injured. 

The Central Illinois Light Co., 
operator of the gas mains in 
this city of about 112.000. said 
a company truck had been dis- 
patched to the scene before the 
explosions occurred. The com- 
pany said an unidentified resi- 
dent of the neighborhood had 
complained of a heavy odor of 
gas. 

Police said witnesses report- 
ed Traub had called Heitzman: 
to report a gas leak in his 
Store. They reported Heitzman, 
joined by Ejinfeldt, went with 
Traub to search for the leak 
suortly before the explosions. 


Traub’s body was found about 
40 yards from the. building. 
Heitzman, his clothing on fire, 
lay screaming about the same 
distance from the blast scene, 
witnesses said. Heitzman died 
later in a hospital.

HEN he was in his sev- 
W entices Mosey could have 

weighed in close to the 
limit of the lightweight divi- 
sion in which he fought as 
a boy. He never wore an 
overcoat in a New Haven 
winter and never owned a 
car. He walked 10 miles a 
day, and on each New Year's 
day, which was his birthday, 
he took a swim in Long Is- 
land Sound. It was on one 
of his nightly walks that he 
was hit by the car. 

He was Eddie Eagan’s 
coach when the former chair- 
man of the New York State 
Athletic Commission was 
heavyweight champion at 
Yale. Perhaps because Mosey 
himself had been a skillful 
boxer, he always regarded his 
friend, Tunney, as the great- 
est of all heavyweight cham- 
Pions, not such a hitter as 
Jack Dempsey or Joe Louis 
but a dedicated man who 
trained faithfully, planned his 
fights intelligently and made 
the most of a fine physique, 
a facile brain and wonderful 
legs. 

The obituaries didn't men- 
tion this, but the story is that 
when Mosey started at Yale 
it was not as a boxing coach 
but as a quasi-official member 
of the football staff. Because 
he was deft and light of 
foot, it was felt he could 
teach the New Haven backs 
some tricks of co-ordination. 
*Anyhow, he went to work 
there in 1906, became boxing 
coach the following year, and 
Stayed on after his retire- 
ment about four years ago. He 
Was a sort of unofficial 
trouble-shooter in his last 
years, seeking out students 
who might have emotional or 
financial or family difficul- 
ties, taking them out to din- 
ner, trying to talk them into 
halance and a sense of pro- 
portion.

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Interesting Report: 


_ A Recreation Plan 
| «For Ozarks Region 
: By Leonard Hall 


E have received from the Missouri Division of 
W Resources and Development at Jefferson City an 

interesting report which has direct bearing on 
our discussion in this column of recreation. The re- 
| port has an imposing 
title which is still to 
the point: “Plan for 
Preservation and De- 
velopment of the 
Recreation Resources 
of the Current and 
Eleven Point River 
Country of Mis- 
souri.” The idea for 
the report was con- 
ceived as a result of 
a recommendation 
made in March 1954, 
by the Arkansas- 
White-Red River Ba- 


sins Inter - Agency 
Committee that no 


dams or aftificial 
reservoirs be built 
by the Army Engin- 
eers on Current riv- 
er—or on Eleven 
Point river in Mis- 
souri—and that a plan be prepared to “preserve and 
enhafice the natural qualities of this area.’’ Four agen- 
cies co-operated in the report: Division of Resources 
and Development, Conservation Commission, State 
Park Board and the National Park Service. They 
started out with the recognition of certain facts: that 
the need for recreational areéas—“open space for lei- 
sure living’—is growing every day; that in the Cur- 
rent river-Eleven Point river country of the Mis- 
souri Ozarks, such an area exists with a high potential 
for recreational use, provided it is developed in a 
planned and orderly fashion; that within a radius of 
300 miles of the area live some 20,000,000 people of 
whom 50 per cent are city dwellers; that Qur present 
highway system affords ready access to the region for 
a good percentage of these people. 
x * * 


THE BOOK is divided into three primary sections. 
The first is devoted to a description of the watersheds 
of the two rivers; the area covered and general topog- 
raphy, climate and forest growth, population, land use 
for forestry and agriculture, the economy of the re- 
gion and present transportation facilities. The second 
section outlines the present development of the area 
for recreation; the private cottages and camps, clubs, 
organized camps, commercial resorts and lodges; the 
public recreation facilities such as state parks, picnic 
grounds, roadside areas, national forest camp and =: 
picnic grounds; and an analysis of the present fish and # 
wildlife situation. Finally is the Long Range Develop- : 
ment Plan for the area which has been worked out % 
and set forth im considerable detail. This plan calls 
for the creation of six public recreation areas along 
the rivers varying in size from 6000 to 33,000 acres. 
Included in this development would be access roads, 
resorts, camp and picnic grounds and trails.

THE OVER-ALL PLAN is good in that it calls for & 
orderly development of all types of recreational facil- 
ities, not only in the recreation areas but in the sur- 
rounding towns. Scenic easements along both high- 
Ways and rivers are proposed, as well as presérvation 
of sites of historic and ecological interest. The plan 
also calls for a considerable extension of programs for 
reforestation, timber management and soil conserva- 
tion in the area—and for the creation of a number of 
water-retardation structures on the headwaters creeks 
of the two rivers. Twelve possible sites for such small 
impoundments are listed and it is expected that these 
would help prevent flash floods on the rivers, protect 
farm lands and provide additional fishing and other 
water recreation. 

x * 


. 

CERTAINLY all of the proposals here put forth are 
preferable to the haphazard and unplanned develop- 
ment of recreational facilities which is taking plece 
today in the Missouri Ozarks. Yet it seems to me that 
the agencies proposing the plan will have to take into 
consideration some basic facts not covered in the re- 
port. The possibilities of the area are set forth in 
considerable detail, but the limitations are not men- 
tioned. Nor by this do I mean limitations in man- 
made facilities, for these can be created if the plan 
is carried out as set down here. A very important lim- 
itation is that practically the entire watershed of each 
of these rivers lies in territory which is subject today 
to open range grazing. As long as this condition exists, 
none of the development proposals is possible. There 
can be no successful reforestation or improved timber 
management where hogs, cattle, goats and horses have 
free access to the forest. There can be no develop- 
ment of scenic easements. There can be no picnic or 
camp sites, lodges or other facilities unless these are 
kept under stock-tight fences which must be built and 
maintained at high cost. This is the first obstacle 
standing in the way of any recreational developmer.t 
in the Current-Eleven Point river country. Attempts 
to remove this obstacle may cause real controversy 
be.ween the many Ozark people who would like to see 
the area move forward and the minority who are will- 
ing to have it stand still, so long as their livestock 
can run free in the woods.

THERE ARE, of course, certain other limitations. 
Some of these can be overcome and some will always 
have a determining influence on the number of peo- 
ple who come to the Ozarks seeking recreation. One 
of the limitations is that swift-flowing rivers, no mat- 
ter how wonderful they are for the fisherman and 
canoeist, are not well-adapted for swimming—and this 
is especially true when the swimmers are young chil- 
dren. Another limitation, perhaps less important, is 
that Ozark mid-summers can be uncomfortably hot in 
comparison to the northern lakes and western moun- 
tains; and that such pests as ticks and chiggers will 
probably be with us for some time to come. All these | 
things mean, however, is that there will be some rec- 
reationists to whom an Ozark vacation will not appeal. 
There will be countless thousands of others, and for 
these the Preservation and Development of the Rec- 
reation Resources of Current and Eleven Point River 
Country is to be devoutly desired.

A man in the crowd studied 
him.

But it wasn’t the murders or 
the robberies or the jail de- 
liveries which first sent the 
FBI after Dillinger, because 
none of these crimes was a 
Federal law violation, He ran 
into trouble with the G-men 
because he drove a stolen auto- 
mobile across a state line. 

During the ‘twenties most of 
the country had watched the 
growth of crime and gangster- 
ism with a so-what attitude. 
Those fellows in the gangs, 
many people felt, were no 
worse than the thieves in din- 
ner jackets who had been cor- 
rupting Federal, state and local 
governments; about the only 
difference was that one group 
used guns and the other didn’t. 
But this tolerance gave way to 
angry demands that something 
be done about the menace of 
the gangsters and racketeers. 

The country and Congress 
came to the realization that the 
Federal laws were woefully 
weak in combating interstate 
crime. Criminals were operat- 
ing with high-speed automo- 
biles, armored cars, high-pow- 
ered rifles, machine guns and 
armaments which were better 
than those of the law enforce- 
ment agencies. Crime wasn't lo- 
calized. One gang could, and 
frequently did, operate across 
the lines of a half-dozen states. 

By 1933 bank robberies were 
occurring at the rate of almost 
two a day. Kidnapings had in- 
creased alarmingly despite the 
Lindbergh Kidnap Law. The 
Attorney General had urged 
people to report kidnapings to 
the FBI by calling the special 
“kidnap” number — NAtional 
8-7117, Washington, D.C. 

Many of the gang operations 
were not in violation of Fed- 
eral statutes and there were 
some curious inconsistencies in 
the laws. For example, a bank 
official who embezzled $50 
from a Federal bank in 1933 
had violated a Federal law. 
But a gang of bandits might 
rob a Federal bank of $100,000, 
machine-gun the bank officials 
and escape into another state 
without violating a single Fed- 
eral statute. And the bandits 
could be reasonably sure that 
pursuit would end at the state 
line.

About all you need for this 
project are a few pieces of 
rubber tile—the same as used 
for flooring—and a top to ap- 
ply them to. | 

If you are applying the tile 
to an old table or bureau top, 
sand the surface smooth. If the 
piece is new and unfinished, 
prime the surface with a coat 
or two of enamel undercoater. 
After this short operation, take 
the tile and lay them upside 
down on the surface so that 
they can be marked off for cut- 
ting. The tile can be easily cut 
with a sharp knife. 


When you've worked out the 
pattern you want to use and 
have cut the tile to size, apply 
some rubber flooring cement to 
the surface. Start working from 
one corner and go all the way 
along one side. Fit the tile 
pieces as tightly together as 
possible, following the same 
general procedure used for in- 
stalling tile on a floor. When al! 
the tile are down, wipe off the

The reward was promised. 
Purvis said he would do what 
he could to help her, and he 
would call her co-operation to 
the attention of the Labor De- 
partment, which handled de- 
portation matters. 

Ana Cumpanas said that John 
Dillinger was planning to take 
her and his girl friend, Polly 
Hamilton, to a movie theater 
the next evening. How would 
other FBI agents, who hadn't 
seen Ana Cumpanas, be able to 
identify her? Ana said she 
would be dressed in red. 

The FBl men and the police- 
men recognized Dillinger when 
he entered the theater with his 
girl friend and “the woman in 
red.” Despite the plastic sur- 
gery, the outlaw was identified 
beyond doubt. Cowley called 
Hoover, who was pacing the 
library of his home in Wash- 
ington. The decision was made 
to take Dillinger as he came 
out of the theater, rather than 
risk a gun battle inside the 
crowded show house. 

When the trio emerged, by 
prearrangement Purvis lit a ci- 
gar. Dillinger must have sensed 
that something was wrong. He 
glanced over his shoulder and 
saw an agent moving toward 
him. He darted toward an al- 
ley, clawing a pistol from his 
pants pocket. But before he 
could get his pistol into action, 
three FBI agents fired five 
shots. Slugs tore into Dillinger’s 
body and he pitched on his face. 
The chase was over. 

Cowley paid Ana Cumpanas 
$5000 from the $10,000 reward 
money which the Federal Gov- 
ernment had posted. The two 
East Chicago policemen each 
received $2500. But a Federal 
judge ordered her deported, 

and she died in 1947 in the 
little Romanian town of Timiso- 
ara.

A Survey of 2000 Girls

NORTH MANCHESSER, Ind. 
HE Girl Scouts of America 
T have just reported on their 
findings in a nation-wide 
survey made to discover the 
real personal and social inter- 
ests and aspirations of girls 
from 11 to 18. 

The Survey Research Center 
of the University of Michigan's 
Institute for Social Research 
conducted this study under the 
direction of Dr. Elizabeth Dou- 
van and the supervision of Dr. 
Stephen Withey, program direc- 
tor of the center. 

About 2000 girls were select- 
ed scientifically as good sam- 
ples of those in school grades 
6 through 12. The survey cov- 
ered the girls’ hopes and wor- 
ries, their relations with par- 
ents and friends, dating, plans 
for education, work and mar- 
riage.

THE GIRL SCOUTS consider 
this survey only the first in an 
undertaking in which they hope 
to discover not only the needs 
of adolescent girls but the ways 
in which these needs can be 
met. 

I think this is a valuable sur- 
vey but covers only a rather 
limited group of young Amerfi- 
cans, for to be a Girl Scout @ 
child must belong to a group 
a little above the average. Many 
families cannot afford the unl- 
forms and many do not see any 
value in giving thought and 
time to this kind of work for 
their children. 

So it was not a surprise to 
me to learn that, on the whole, 
the particular group of girls in- 
cluded in this survey planned 
to continue their education, to 
work for a time before marry- 
ing, and wanted white-collar 
jobs not only for themselves

but for their husbands. 


Only seven per cent of those 
interviewed want to marry men 
who work in factories, on farms, 
or at a trade or craft. It is 
obvious, however, that by far 
the largest number of women 
in this country are going to 
marry men in one of these 
categories.

WHITE-COLLAR JOBS do 
not yet occupy the great mass 
of people in our country. 
Women are going to live on 
farms and they, as well as their 
husbands, are going to work in 
factories. They also are going 
to work at trades and crafts. 

In many cases they will earn 
higher salaries than the white- 
collar workers, and it perhaps 
is more important for them to 
learn the value of education 
and to have resources and in- 
terests outside of their jobs. 

This survey is valuable, how- 
ever, for the girls that it | 
touches, I was glad, too, to find | 
that many of the girls, in con- 
sidering their future work, 
wanted “steady employment, 
interesting work, and nice 
people to work with more even 
than they wanted high pay and 
quick promotion.”

Enjoy Boiled Beet at Its Best =~ 


Unfortunately, This Dish Is Too Seldom Seen—Here's How to Prepare It 


By Hoyt Alden 


T IS_ generally conceded 
| among the best scientists, it 

said in a cookbook I was read- 
ing the other day, that a liberal 
protein allowance is required 
for optimum health and that 
the foods of animal origin, such 
as meat, are of high nutritive 
value. 

What the writer was trying 
to tell us is that meat contains 
a lot of protein, which is good 
for us. That, of course, is one 
reason for eating it. Another 
is that it’s darned good. 

Fundamentally there are two 
ways of cooking meat, with dry 
heat and with moist heat. To- 
day we are going to talk about 
the most moist heat of all, which 
is boiling. To be more explicit, 
boiled beef, a dish which is 
too seldom seen, and appreciat- 
ed only by a comparative few 
ho know what boiled beef 
can be. 

First, we should speak per- 
haps of what boiled beef is not. 
It is not a hunk of beef boiled 
until ragged, and then sliced 
and served with a makeshift 
sauce. There are many differ- 
ent kinds of boiled beef, each 
with their different seasonings 
which give each a distinctive 
flavor. 

A splendid example is the fol- 
lowing: Get a four-pound piece 
of bottom round, rub it with 
flour and sear it on all sides 
by placing it in a very hot oven 
for 20 minutes. 


In a large pot, a pressure 
canner if you have one, put two 
cans of canned consomme and 
six cans of water. Then add 
four medium-sized onions, two 
leeks, the outer stalks of a 
stalk of celery, one parsnip, and 
a bunch of parsley and a car- 
rot tied together. Add the meat 
and also a knuckle of veal. 
Close the pot and let it simmer 
over a low flame for four and 
a half hours. 

Then remove the parsley, 
celery and leeks and skim off 
the grease. Core a medium- 
sized cabbage, cut it in six 
pieces and add it to the pot. 
Also a bunch of carrots, the 
rest of the bunch of celery 
(chopped) and a sliced green 
pepper. Close the pot and let 
it cook until all are done. 

There you will have soup,

soup first in cups. Then slice 
the meat and serve it with chive 
sauce, surrounded by the vege- 
tables. The chive sauce is made 
like this: 

Make a cream sauce with 
three tablespoons of flour, three 
tablespoons of butter and one 
cup of meat stock. As it thick- 
ens add three tablespoons of 
chopped chives. When it has 
thickened stir in a cup of sour 
cream and then add salt and 
pepper to taste.

OST people think of boiled 
beef in terms of horseradish 
sauce, and a fine combina- 
tion it is. Here's a variation of 
boiled beef which is fine with 


horseradish sauce. 
in fact. 


Get six pounds of brisket in 
one piece and a veal knuckle 
and a cracked beef bone. Put 
the bones in the bottom of a 


large kettle, put the meat on 
top and cover them with water. 
Put it over a high heat until it 
begins to boil and then reduce 
the heat to a simmer and let 
it simmer for three hours. 
Then add a tablespoon of 
salt, 12 peppercorns, a celery 
stalk including the leaves, two 
quartered onions, a large carrot 
and a sprig of parsley. Cover 
it and let it cook until every- 
thing is tender, which will take 
about an hour. Take the beef 
out of the pot and reduce the

liquid by boiling it over a high 
heat until you get a rich, flav- 
orsome broth. Put the broth 
through a strainer over the 
meat. Then slice the beef and 
serve it with horseradish sauce. 


The usual way of making 
horseradish sauce is to start 
with a cup of cream sauce, add 
two tablespoons of cream, a 
fourth cup of freshly grated 
horseradish and a tablespoon of 
lemon juice. Add the horse- 
radish after the sauce is cooked. 
It should never be cooked in 
the sauce. 


That’s the usual way. But 
here’s a horseradish sauce you 
ought to try sometime, Whip a 
cup of heavy cream. Squeeze 
all the liquid from a half cup 
of horseradish and add the 
horseradish. Stir in a half tea- 
spoon of sugar and a dash of 
paprika. It's so thick it spreads 
almost like whipped butter, but

pudding. I always thought 
rice pudding was something 
they gave children to punish 
them, but this reader says he 
likes rice pudding, but he can’t 
find a recipe for good rice 
pudding.

Wash a half cup of brown 
rice and cook it in the top of a 
double boiler in four and a half 
cups of milk, four tablespoons 
of brown sugar, a tablespoon 
of butter and a pinch of salt. 
It should be tender in 50 min- 
utes to an hour. 


Add the grated rind of one 
lemon, the juice of two lemons 
and three beaten egg yolks. Put 
it all ir? a baking dish. Beat 
three egg whites for a me- 
ringue. Add four tablespoons 
of sugar and two tablespoons of 
lemon juice to the meringue. 
Pile it on top of the pudding 
and brown it in a hot oven for 
eight minutes. It will come out 
pretty moist, but it thickens as 
it cools.
